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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Contrary to the Applicant's argument the 
protective member of Feld is constructed from an elastomeric material that by definition is capable of quickly recovering it's shape after 
being deformed. Clearly the interior portion 22 and bottom portion 26 would quickly recover/snap back into position once the protective 
member was secured to the bed rail. Furthermore, the bottom portion of the lip also extends around the exterior edge 17 of the bed rail. 
In addition, the protective member clearly extends around both ends for the length of the bed rail since it provides cushioning of the 
entire outward face (col. 6 lines 46-47). 
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
